Numismatic  Chatter 


In  my  Chatter  of  last  issue,  I  mentioned  that  an 
1877  Nickel  Proof  sold  for  $12.50.  Right  away  one  chap 
wrote,  would  I  please  get  him  one  for  that  price.  It 
should  have  read  an  1887  date.  When  you  see  Webb 
selling  a  $75  coin  for  $12.50  you  will  be  very  much 
older  than  you  are  now.  Also,  in  last  issue,  I  had  one 
coin  listed  at  $2.50  and  it  should  have  been  $5.  You 
ought  to  see  the  bids  sent  in  at  full  list.  Collectors 
who  were  never  known  to  bid  full  list  on  anything,  did 
not  overlook  this  item. 

My  printer  blundered  on  last  sale  by  simply  .stamp¬ 
ing  the  catalogues  and  placing  them  in  the  mail.  Re¬ 
sult  was  they  were  too  long  arriving  at  destination. 
They  should  have  been  stamped  with  precancelled 
stamps,  each  state  tied  in  bundles  with  a  slip  on  ac¬ 
cording  to  P,  O.  rules  and  they  would  have  reached  all  patrons  in  one  to  three  days. 
I  never  had  any  such  trouble  when  I  did  the  work  myself,  and  I  shall  see  that 
they  are  properly  mailed  in  future. 


I  list  a  few  of  the  prices  in  July  sale.  One  of  the  1794  Half  Dimes  uncirculated 
sold  for  $107.50  but  was  billed  out  to  patron  at  $99.50  a  saving  to  him  of  $8.  All 
gold  sold  better  than  in  last  two  sales  and  again  seems  to  be  in  good  demand.  An 
1804  $5  gold  sold  for  $75.  A  1932d  quarter  uncirculated  lists  $25.  Bids  come  in 
to  $35.50  but  was  shipped  out  at  $28.  The  1928s  sold  for  $14.50.  I  guess  the  1936d 
quarter  is  a  “sleeper”  as  one  chap  wrote  in.  Bids  come  in  to  $8  and  it  only  lists  $4. 
The  1867  Proof  dime  may  be  another  sleeper  as  it  lists  $6.50  and  bids  come  in  to 
$10.50.  All  proofs  sell  well  as  they  are  about  three  times  as  rare  as  most  people 
understand.  There  is  a  brisk  demand  for  fine  material  and  that  is  what  I  intend 
to  handle  as  far  as  possible. 


The  California  State  Numismatic  Association  is  going  strong.  One  of  my 
patrons  sent  me  literature  on  same  and  I  sent  in  my  dollar  the  first  time  I  have 
ever  joined  any  state  institution.  I  have  so  many  good  patrons  in  California  and 
send  more  catalogues  there  than  to  any  other  state.  I  felt  much  pleased  with 
what  they  are  doing.  Then  again  I  had  such  a  good  time  not  long  ago  when  I 
motored  to  Stanford  University  for  a  week  Scientific  Meeting.  California  has  some 
things  it  is  worth  seeing  and  your  time  is  much  better  spent  there,  than  wandering 
over  war  torn  Europe.  I  could  write  about  five  more  pages  along  this  line. 

I  have  told  you  in  previous  Chatters  that  there  would  be  no  depression,  that 
we  did  not  need  a  Henry  Wallace  to  put  sixty  million  men  to  work,  and  that  if  we 
would  only  leave  BUSINESS  alone  with  as  little  regulation  as  possible,  every  one 
would  get  what  they  want  and  get  it  fast.  We  saw  what  BUSINESS  could  do  during 
the  war  even  if  hampered  by  a  Roosevelt,  we  know  they  can  do  a  real  job,  and 
that  makes  the  coin  business  very  good  indeed. 

I  suspect  we  have  always  had  50,  60,  and  70%  bidders  at  auctions  but  they  do 
not  bother  me  at  all.  If  they  enjoy  filling  out  a  bid  sheet  of  2  to  300  bids  at  far 
less  than  the  coins  usually  sell  for,  who  would  want  to  deny  them  that  pleasure. 
Some  do  not  know  any  better  and  will  gradually  learn,  but  there  are  some  who 
persist,  and  the  only  treatment  for  them  is  to  drop  off  mailing  list.  We  always  have 
to  respect  the  opinions  of  others  in  a  true  democracy. 

If  you  have  a  collection  or  a  series  you  wish  to  sell,  write  me  at  once.  I  will 
either  buy  for  cash  if  I  need  the  material  or  will  list  them  in  my  next  auction  in 
November  ,if  I  feel  I  can  do  a  good  job  selling  them.  I  get  much  material  offered 
I  cannot  sell  at  a  decent  price  as  it  is  not  in  real  demand  now. 

I  have  not  had  a  real  choice  collection  of  large  cents  in  years.  I  mean  by  that 
a  selection  of  early  dates.
